Judges. Valuaticn on the basis of the present cost 
of replacement, wherein the factors are wages, 
prices of materials and other construction costs, is 
a variable and uncértain standard, and its adop- 
tion may be as unfair to the company owning the 
utility as to the ‘public paying for service. In prin- 
ciple public regulation of public utilities means the 
guarantee of a fair return on the actual capita! in- 
vested, through the fixing of rates which will assure 
operating costs for efficient service, interest on 
bonds and returns on stock representing invest- 
ment. If any other rule is followed the rise and 
fall of prices and wages may deprive the investors 
of returns on actual investment through the fal! 
of prices and wages, or compel the consumer to pay 
rates on more capita! than was actually invested, on 
a theoretical or speculative value discovered by 
calculating the cost of replacing the whole plant or 
system of the public utility. 

Let it be thoroughly understood that we stand 
for a fair return on all capital invested and for 
rates that will provide for efficient operation. re-
